The above-identified application became abandoned on March 1, 2006 for failure to file a 
timely and proper national stage U.S. application from PCT/JP2003/0 11963. Pursuant to 37 
C.F.R. 1.137(b), Applicant hereby respectfully submits the following statement. 

The applicant filed a Japanese application for the above-entitled invention on August 29, 
2003 and filed a PCT application PCT/JP/2003/0 11963 on September 18, 2003. The date for 
filing a national entry application in the U.S. was February 28, 2006. The Japanese company 
which is the assignee of the Japanese application was in the process of going through a change of 
ownership and there was a loss of continuity in the monitoring of the company's patent portfolio 
during the transition period. After the sale of the company was complete, the new owners 
assessed the company's patent portfolio and realized that the national stage entry date for this 
application was unintentionally missed.
